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PREFACE. 


Iv the ment of a Work may be eshmated from the universality of ita re- 
ceptron, Plutarch s Lives hive a clam to the fist honours of Literatne. 
No book ha» been more generally sought after, or read with greater avidity 
Tt was one of ‘he first that were brought out of the retreats ot the learred, 
and translated into the modern langaages ~=Amuiot Abbe of Bellozane, pab- 
lished a T'rench translation of it in the reign of Henry the Second, and from 
that work st was translated into English, in the time of Queen Elizabeth 

It 1s saad by those who are not willing to allow Shi\»peare much learning, 
that he availed Inmselt of the lest mentioned translation, but théy seer to 
forget that, m oder to support their argument> of this kind, st 1s necessary 
for them to prove that Pi too was translated mto Enghsh at the same 
time, for the celebrated sohloquy, “To be, or nut to be,” 1s taken almost 
serbaten, from that philosopher, yet we have never found that Plato was 
translated m those times 

Amot was a nan of great industry and connderablelenramg He sought 
cibgently m the lbtaries of Rome and Vemece tor tho.e Lives of Plutarch 
whch are lost, and though his search was unsiecessil, it bad this good 
etic t, that, by meeting with 3 variety of manuscnpt, and comparmg them 
with the prmfed cop», he was enabled m many places to sectity the text 
‘Tins was a very essential circumstance , for few ancient writers bad 61 
more than Plutarch from the carelessness of printers and transer.bers, and, 
‘with all bes merit, it was lus inte, fora long time to find no able restorer. 
‘Lhe Schoolmen de spied hin Greek. hefause it had not the parity of Keno- 
phon nor the Atte terseness of Aristophahes, and, on that account, very 
unreasonably bestowe | ther labours on those that wanted them*loss Amuot’s 
‘Translation was published m the year 1558 but no reputable edition of the 
Greek test of Plutarch appeared tdl that ot Pare m i624 Phe above men- 
tioned trimsiation, however, tho drawn from an mmpeitcct text, passed 
through many edittons, and was 1ead, till Dacier, under better auspices, 
and in better times, attempted anewone, whuh Ke executed with great 
elegance, and tolerable accuracy The tert he tollowed was not so correct 
as might fave been wohed for the London edition of Plutarch was not then 

wbhahed Howeser, the Bench langaaze being at that tue in greet per 
fection, and the fashionable language of almost every court m Europe, 
Dacter’s translation came not only into the kbraries but mito the bands of men.
